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Fertilizer Lack, 
Rainfall Plague 
Ohio's Farmers 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio’s 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Service is to meet today in 
an emergency session over a fertilizer 
shortage and impending wheat trans­ 
portation crisis, according to Dan 
Tucker of the Ohio Crop Reporting 
Service. 
The fertilizer shortage, trans­ 
portation problems and soggy fields 
continue to hamper Ohio farmers’ 
efforts to plant major corn and 
soybean crops and prepare for the 
summer wheat harvest. 
Tucker, 
statistician 
with 
the 
reporting service, said that plowing, 
which is normally over half completed 
by this time, remains only 25 per cent 
finished. 
He said the problem results from 
excessive rainfall last autumn and 
winter, as well as this year’s rain. 
The rain late last year also resulted 
in millions of dollars of crop losses as 
farmers 
were 
unable 
to 
enter 
waterlogged fields to harvest fall 
crops. 
Soil conditions have also slowed or 
halted the planting of oats, potatoes, 
sugar beets, and tobacco, Tucker 


noted. 
He said farmers have until about 
mid-May to plant corn, and slightly 
longer for soybeans. 
In addition to that problem, farmers 
have been experiencing difficulty in 
getting phosphorus and nitrogen 
fertilizer compounds. Suppliers say 
the shortage is due to foreign sales of 
the chemicals and the scarcity of 
railroad cars. 
Tucker said that his committee is 
concerned that a continued scarcity of 
railroad hopper cars w ill delay 
movement of wheat, due to be har­ 
vested about in early July. 
He said his understanding is that 
huge grain sales to Russia and China 
have tied up the cars at ports not along 
the normal shipping routes. 
The Interstate Commerce 
Com­ 
mission has been asked to order cars 
hauling export grains to Gulf ports to 
be routed by Florida phosphate de­ 
posits on return trips to northern 
sections, according to the statistician. 
As of March I, he said, 7,000 new 
hopper cars were on order. They are 
being turned out at the rate of 1,500 to 
2,000 per month.

NEWPORT, R I. (A P ) - A banker 
expresses optimism for the future. But 
grocers,

the worst. 
Newport, the fabled playground of 
millionaires and socialites, has been 
rooked by a Pentagon order that will 
wipe out nearly 14,(KXI military and 
civilian jobs at the Newport Naval 
Base. 
Though other military installations 
in the area will remain in use, the 
transfer south of men and ships from 
Hie Newport base will mean the loss of 
an annual payroll of $116 million. That 
is half the* total wages of Newport and 
the two other communities on the 44- 
square-mile island, Middletown and 
Portsmouth. 
The cutback is scheduled to lie 
completed by July 30, 1974. Navy 
schools and laboratories at Newport 
will not shut down, leaving several 
thousand men at the l>ase.

Silt from the creek has been flowing 
into Grand Traverse Bay, muddying 
the water, and officials say they fear 
the gas, which has been bubbling up 
from the ground since Wednesday, 
may spread IO miles underground to 
endanger Traverse City, a town of 
18,(HK). The silt could travel into the 
bay, harming aquatic life. 
Sheriff Richard Weiler said work­ 
men would put snow fences across 
Acme Creek and devise a filter of hay 
on the fence to trap silt particles. 
He said artificial settling basins 
would be created below the eruptions 


to trap the silt pouring out of the 
blowholes before it could get to Grand 
Traverse Bay 
Officials said Sunday more gas and

blowholes. That may Im* a sign gas is 
venting fast enough to prevent it from 
spreading, they said.

SAIGON (AP) — Another river 
convoy passed through a stretch of 
enemy fire on its way to the Cam­

They said the four freighters and 
four fuel tankers were attacked with 
small arms, machine guns and rockets 
near the

Two rockets hit the district town of 
Hong Ngu in the same border area, but 
no casualties were reported. A ground 
attack and several small shellings 
were reported against government 
positions eight to IO miles northwest of 
Hong Ngu, with six Viet Cong and two 
government troops killed and 36 gov­ 
ernment troops wounded. 
The South Vietnamese command 
reported 66 Communist cease-fire 
violations in the 24 hours ending at 
dawn today, the lowest number since 
the truce began Jan. 28. The previous 
low was 85 on April 16. 
However, the drop in the total was 
not considered significant because the 
number has fluctuated widely from 
day to day. 
Hie Saigon command reported more 
attacks around the defense perimeter 
in mountains west of Hue in the nor­ 
thern part of the country, and three 
miles northwest of the base camp at 
I*hu Cu on the central coast 290 miles 
northeast of Saigon.

It happened on the novice slope at a 
busy ski resort. Alice, a beginner, was 
“ snowplowing” cautiously downhill 
when a wayward sled struck her from 
behind. 
Painfully injured, she decided to 
claim damages from the resort 
management. She blamed her ac­ 
cident on the fact that the ski run and 
the sled run were located right next to 
each 
other, 
with 
no 
physical 
separation between them. 
At 
the 
court 
hearing, 
the 
management pointed out that it had 
put up signs warning sledders to stay 
away from the skiers. But the court 
granted Alice’s claim, saying: 
“ Sleds are not easily controlled, 
while novice skiers are notoriously 
unable to direct their own movements. 
The location of these two runs made 
accidents not only possible but 
probable.” 
The growing popularity of skiing has 
focused new attention on the question 
of liability in case of injury. Generally 
speaking, as in the case above, the 
management is liable for accidents 
which it could have prevented by 
reasonable foresight. 
Nonetheless, skiers—having chosen 
a relatively dangerous sport—must 
accept a fair share of the risk. In 
another case a skier was hurt when he 
struck a rock concealed under the 
snow. But the rock was small and the 
slope had been checked regularly. 
Denying liability, the court said: 
“ Skiing conditions may change 
quickly. To hold that the ski trail down 
a mighty mountain should be kept free 
from (all hazards) would be to demand 
the impossible.” 
Several cases have involved ac­ 
cidents on ski lifts. By and large, the 
management 
bears 
a 
heavier 
responsibility for a chair-type lift than 
for a rope tow, on which the skier has 
more control over his own destiny. 
Thus, the management was held, 
liable when a skier’s sleeve caught on 
a protruding wooden stud as he was 
trying to dismount from a moving 
chair. This was a hidden danger, said 
the court, which he could not be ex­ 
pected to notice.

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Legislative Report

This week the House ot Kepresen- 
tatives approved and sent to the 
Senate 
an 
appropriation 
bill 
establishing a budget for the State of 
Ohio for the next two years. 
Initially introduced on January 16, 
the bill has gone through several 
changes and much debate. However, 
the bill as approved by the House 
should provide for a just allocation of 
resources and the needed govern­ 
mental services to the citizens of Ohio 
for the next two years. 
Included in this budget bill is almost 
$2 billion for primary and secondary 
education in Ohio. Included in this 
figure is $1.3 billion for the School 
Foundation Formula, which assists 
every local school district in the state 
in meeting the basic cost of education. 
The state budget for higher education 
is an additional $748 million. 
For the first time the State’s ap­ 
propriations will inculde $2.8 million in 
state funds to aid public transportation 
systems. This state aid could allow 
local systems to double their present 
federal 
grants 
for 
capital 
im ­ 
provements. 
Much of the state’s revenues during 
the next two years will be spent for 
human services. Appropriations for 
the Departments of Health; Mental 
Health and Mental Retardation; and 
Public Welfare are included in this 
area. 
Also included in the budget are state 
funds to reimburse local governments 
for the IO per cent property tax 
reduction enacted by the 109th General 
Assembly. 


The Senate Financial Institutions, 
Insurance and Elections Committee 
voted not to approve the Equal Rights 
Amendment, and has halted its 
possible ratification by this session of 
the General Assembly. After several 
weeks of hearings on the controversial 
proposal, the Senate committee voted 
6-3 to kill the bill.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The Nixon 
administration has asked a federal 
judge to stay an order for the acting 
director of the Office of Economic 
Opportunity to halt his dismantling of 
the agency. 
The stay was requested Friday by 
the Justice Department. 
U.S. District Court Judge William B. 
Jones ruled April ll that wily Congress 
could phase out a program it had 
funded and mandated, a description 
that covers OEO. 
The Justice Department asked Jones 
to allow acting director Howard 
Phillips to proceed with the scheduled 
April 28 closing of IO regional OEO 
offices and the shifting of some 
programs to other agencies.

lf it weren't for our agricultural 
exports, including tree-farmed logs, 
our balance of payments prospects 
would Im* truly appalling. Fortunately 
the U.S. has unused land that can lie 
used to produce an annual exportable 
food surplus over our domestic needs. 
It could be that abundant rainfall in 
India, and good growing weather in 
Russia and China, might cause over­ 
production in the U.S. in any given 
year. Hut Mr. Palmer and the farmers 
for whom he speaks lack the courage 
of the free-enterprise philosophy which 
they still nominally accept. The point 
is that countries which depend on col­ 
lectivized agriculture are bound to ex- 
|H‘rience shortages in two out of three 
growing seasons even when nature 
smiles. Regimented peasants just 
don’t produce, and even when sun and 
rain bring crops to fruition without 
transcendent human effort the grain is 
left to rot iii the fields because of 
bungled transport and storage ar- 


training for fields where labor 
shortages are greatest. 
The Carnegie Commission on 
Higher education has endorsed 
the idea that college is only one 
of the options open to high 
school graduates. In a survey 
of job opportunities available 
this spring, the commission 
said prospects for college grad­ 
uates are the best in four years.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — Ixmis 
Lisher, the Socialist Labor party’s 
presidental candidate last fail, says 
the United States will continue to have 
war and economic instability until the 
present form of government is 
replaced with one that is run by the 
workers. 
‘Capitalism has served a useful 
purpose,” Fisher told the state con­ 
vention of the Socialist tabor party 
Sunday. 
“ America can produce 
enormous amounts with little effort. It 
has advanced transportation and com­ 
munication. ” 
“ But it (capitalism ) has also 
polluted the land, air and water; 
destroyed natural resources; fostered 
war and a war technology; brought 
racial and ethnic strife, and allowed an 
atmosphere for crim e and drug 
abuse.” 
Fisher said workers must realize 
that they 
control 
the 
means 
of 
production. He said that control is the 
foundation of a new society which they 
have the right to construct. 
Fisher said workers should elect an 
industrial congress made up of factory 
and office workers to achieve that end. 
'Hie 60 persons who attended the 
convention adopted a resolution that 
condemns labor unions that have 
supported the Nixon administration. 
Tile resolution called the Nixon 
regime “ one of the most brutal and 
obviously corrupt of all American 
presidential administrations” because 
of the Watergate affair and “ the con­ 
tinuance of the horrible war in In­ 
dochina.”

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Athletic Solons Seek Gym Time 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For two 
congressmen who won gold medals in 
the Olympics, happiness is a brief 
workout in the House gymnasium. 


Unfortunately, say Reps. Ralph H. 
Metcalfe and Bob Mathias, they can’t 
make use of the congressional gym 
facilities as often as they would like. 
Committee meetings, quorum calls, 
floor votes and constituent meetings 
prevent them from engaging in daily 
physical workout there. 


“I don’t know how anybody can find 
time to go to the gym,” said Metcalfe, 
an Illinois Democrat. “I just don’t 
have the tim e.” 


Mathias, a California Republican, 
echoed Metcalfe although he said he 
does get rn a quick half-hour on a slow 
Friday afternoon when Congress is not 
in session. 


Metcalfe, 63, ran the IOO and 200 
meters in the 1932 Olympics and the 
IOO meters in the 1936 Olympics. He 
won a gold medal as a member of the 
1936 400-meter relay team in Berlin. 


Mathias, 42, won gold medals for the 
grueling Olympics decathlon in 1948 
and again in 1952, the only athlete to 
win the event twice. 
Metcalfe was elected to Congress in 
1970; Mathias, 1966. 


F.ven though the two men can’t use 
the House gym regularly they do keep 
trim- Metcalfe weighs about the same 
as lie did more than 35 years ago and 
Mathias is only about IO pounds more 
than his Olympic weight. 
Metcalfe rises each day about 5.30 
a.m. and works out at home for a half - 
Ihuit, 15 minutes of calisthenics and 15 
minutes of jogging in place. 
Mathias says he watches his diet 
closely, eating a light lunch. He also 
tries to sneak in a fast 20 minutes of 
[laddie ball in the House gym when he 
can. 
Both say they get in plenty of 
exercise on Capitol. Hill, hurrying 


Ix*tween their offices and the House 
floor and committee meetings. Met­ 
calfe says he walks about 2' j miles 
daily. 
During congressional recesses, 
Metcalfe golfs with his old friend and 
Olympic teammate. Jesse Owens. 
Mathias spends time at his private Bob 
Mathias Sierra boys and girls camps 
located in the Sierra-Nevada moun­ 
tains. 
Both still maintain their interest in 
amateur sports and the Olympics 
lx>th were rn Munich last year. 
“ Once you’ve been there,” said 
Mathias, “ It’s something you nevei 
forget.” 
New York, California PR Proves Costly 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Public relations is a big business for 
the nation’s two most populous states. 
Such spending in California and New 
York illustrates the size to which state 
public relations can grow . 
In New York, taxpayers support a 
$4.25-million-a-year public relations 
operation; Californians pay out 
millions that go into a daily cascade of 
press releases, pamphlets, books on 
state government, tourist brochures, 
state agency reports and for the 
salaries of hundreds of persons 
responsible for producing this in­ 
formation. 
The taxpayer’s dollar also con­ 
tributes to a certain amount of image- 
polishing by state bureaucrats and 
politicians. 
Although accurate figures are hard 
to come by, it is estimated that New 
York has about 300 employes working 
full time in public relations. California 
has about 
120 working for state 
agencies, and considerably more if one 
counts 
aides 
to 
the 
state’s 
120 
legislators and Gov. Ronald Reagan’s 


eightmember public information staff. 
Salaries 
for 
these 
people 
in 
California range from the $10,608 paid 
a beginning PIO, to the $28,875 a year 
earned by Reagan’s press secretary 
Ed Gray. 
New 
York 
Gov. 
Nelson 
A. 
Rockefeller’s public relations staff 
costs $555,000 annually in salaries and 
other expenses, according to the 
Budget Division. 
The $4.25 million spent on all public 
relations in New York State represents 
slightly more than one-tenth of one per 
cent of the $3.5 billion annual state 
operating budget. 
California officials said they could 
not say how much money is spent on 
PIO work, but state Capitol reporters 
estimate the figure at about $2 million 
annually.

California legislature's nonpartisan 
fiscal adviser. “ It’s so difficult to ex­ 
tract.

mailings” to constituents. The 80 
assembly members get three a year, 
and the 40 senators are allotted 15 
cents per registered voter, which 
usually boils down to two mailings a

The AP also announced plans for 
"electronic dark-rooms” where pic­ 
tures will he stored in computers, 
edited on video screens and tran­ 
smitted at high speeds. Tile new 
systems were developed in 2xt years of 
research by the Massachusetts In­ 
stitute of Technology.

"Izaserphoto,” will greatly improve 
the quality of photos for AP members 
by delivering dry glossy prints of 
photographic quality, cut and stacked 
at the editor’s desk, Sunday’s an­ 
nouncement said.

prior to the annual meeting today of 
Associated Press members at the 
Waldorf Astoria Hotel.

Disaster Plan 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF) - State 
Welfare Director Charles Bates said 
Friday 
the 
d epartm ent 
is 
im ­ 
plementing a comprehensive disaster 
relief plan because it “should be a 
caring department in government that 
can respond to the people’s needs.” 


“This is the first time in Ohio’s 
history the state and county welfare 
departments will be able to offer ac­ 
tive assistance to disaster victims on a 
formal basis,” Bates said. 


Under the plan, each county will set 
up a committee to coordinate local 
welfare departments and represen­ 
tatives of the Bed Cross, Natural Re­ 
sources, Health and Transportation 
departments, adjutant general, En­ 
vironmental Protection agency, fire 
department and Salvation Army. 


Each county, he said, must present a 
“pre-disaster plan” before June I 
concerning food, 
shelter, clothing, 
medical and nursing care, minor 
building and repair, household fur­ 
nishings and information services. 


Bates said certain designated 
personnel in each county will receive 
disaster training and stand ready to In*

This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is pro­ 
vided by the local office of the U.S. In­ 
ternal Revenue Service and is pub­ 
lished as a public service to taxpayers. 
The column answers questions most 
frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q) I filed my return just before the 
April 16th deadline. When can I expect 
my refund? 
(A) If there are no mistakes on your 
return that might delay processing, it 
normally takes about six weeks after a 
return is filed. It might take a little 
longer to get your refund, however, 
due to the large volume of returns filed 
in April. 
(Q) 
Through my own fault, 
I 
wrecked my car. I don’t have insur­ 
ance to cover the damage. Can I 
deduct this loss on my 1973 return? 
(A) Yes. If you itemize your deduc­ 
tions, damage to your car caused by an 
auto accident is deductible as a 
casualty loss whether or not it resulted 
from the faulty driving of either 
driver, as long as it was not caused by 
your willful negligence. 
Remember, a personal casualty loss 
may be deducted only to the extent it 
exceeds $100.

Put In Orbit 


CAPE KEN N ED Y, Fla. (AP) - A 
new 
Canadian 
communications 
satellite circled the earth today to 
expand service to that nation’s remote 
northland and provide a new telephone 
link between Alaska and the con­ 
tinental United States. 
The satellite, named Anik 2 after the 
Eskimo word for brother, was laun­ 
ched by an American Delta rocket 
Friday night into a great elliptical or­ 
bit ranging from about 130 to 22,300 
miles above the earth. 
Telesat Canada ground stations will 
calculate the precise orbital path for 
three days and on Monday night will 
send a radio signal to fire a rocket mo­ 
tor that will lock the payload in a 
stationary orbit 22,300 miles high. 
After extensive checkout, Anik 2 is 
expected to be placed in commercial 
operation in about four weeks. 
Its twin, Anik I, was launched Nov. 9 
and is providing telephone and 
television service for the first time to

Circle. For many of these villages, the 
only previous communication with the 
outside world was by shortwave radio. 
Telesat Canada will pay the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
about $7.5 million for launch services, 
including the price of the Delta rocket.

— Hydrophis belcheri leaves 
for dead such killer snakes as 
the krait of Asia, the mambas 
of Africa, the unique tree 
viper found only on Brazil’s 
Queimade Grande island, and 
the Australian taipan. 
Hydrophis belcheri, other­ 
wise a type of sea snake, is 
believed by scientists to be 
the world’s most venomous 
snake — about IOO times more 
venomous than any other 
known sea or land snake. 
This startling conclusion 
about the mild-mannered bel­ 
cheri was reached during a 
six-week cruise of the re­ 
search ship Alpha Helix this 
year in the Timor Sea, north 
west of Australia. 
'Hie cruise was organized 
by the U.S. National Science 
Foundation 
through 
the 
Scripps Institution of Ocean­ 
ography in California. It in­ 
volved ll scientists interested 
in sea snakes. 
Dr. Harold Cogger, curator 
of reptiles at Sydney’s Aus­ 
tralian 
Museum, 
who re­ 
turned from the expedition 
with IOO hydrophis belcheris, 
said: “ We were surprised. 
Though we knew sea snakes 
were venomous, we had not 
realized just how venomous.” 
Measurement 
of 
the 
snake’s venom forced a 
change in the standard meth­ 
od of determining the MCD 
(minimum lethal dose). 
Dr. Nabuo Tomiya, of Ja ­ 
pan’s Tohuko University, 
adopted the usual practice of 
diluting the venom to a non­ 
lethal dose and injecting it 
into laboratory mice. The 
procedure then is to work up 


to a more powerful dose 
w hich kills the mice. 
Tam iya’s first dilution 
felled the mice and he had to 
continue 
working 
down 
through weaker and weaker 
doses until he was able to get 
a measurement. 
Cogger said hydrophis bel­ 
cheri — named after British 
sea captain Edward Belcher 
who headed a survey of the 
area in 1846 — can grow up to 
five feet in length. 
At its thickest it is two 
inches wide, at its narrowest 
— its head — under half an 
inch. 
Cogger said the small head 
appeared to have evolved to 
allow the hydrophis belcheri 
to enter the burrows of small 
eels on which it feeds. The re­ 
duction in head size might ac­ 
count for the added toxicity of 
the venom, said Cogger. 
The scientist said that it ap­ 
peared rare for the snake to 
use the venom for defensive 
purposes against its natural 
enemies, birds and sharks. 


Though Cogger brought 
back IOO of the deadly snakes, 
some of which he keeps in a 
plastic bucket in his office, it 
is unlikely they will live long. 
“ We are having trouble get­ 
ting the correct food for 
them.”

to Bermuda—all 22 square 
miles of it—to speed the mails 
and help police and firemen 
respond to emergencies.

numbers.

postman 
knows you. But should he

replacement can’t be found 
who knows you too, the post 
office announces over the 
radio that mail won’t be 
delivered that day in your 
neighborhood. If you want 
your mail, you must go to the 
post office to get it.

delivery 
is 
slow 
because 
of 
Berm uda’s 
growing 
population—now 
55,000—and 
the 
ac­ 
companying increase in mail 
volume. 
The island’s 174 postal 
personnel now handle nearly 
16 million pieces of mail a 
year. Around 5.8 million 
pieces are distributed within 
the island. The rest come 
from or goes to foreign points. 
“ I mailed a letter to an 
associate whose post office 
lx>x is just across the way 
from mine in the main post 
office,” one businessman 
said. “ It took three days to 
reach him.” 


It takes about an hour to 
drive from one end of this 
island in the Atlantic to the 
other, but sometimes takes a 
week for a letter to go the 
same route. 
But 
Postmaster 
General 
Sydney Corbett 
says 
ZIP 
codes should speed things up. 
He explains it this way: 
The number of codes will be 
241. Hie average number of 
dwellings in each of these 
zones will number about 65. 
The first number in the five­ 
digit code will represent one 
of Bermuda’s nine parishes, 
or counties. The second digit 
will show the zone within the 
parish. The remaining digits 
will narrow it down to the 
dwelling—in other words the 
street and house number.

PORT M O R ESBY , New 
Guinea I A P) — On an airstrip 
up in the mountains at Tari sit 
a bulldozer and other heavy 
vehicles and there they are 
likely to stay for a while. 
The local warriors say the 
only way the fleet of earth­ 
moving equipment will get 
out of Tari is by road—by a 
road the bulldozers them­ 
selves will help to make. 
Hie big machines were 
flown in to Tari to upgrade 
the airstrip. 'Hie idea was to 
keep the locals happy and en­ 
courage them to plant coffee, 
pyrethrum and other crops 
until the administration could 
afford the estimated $2.8 mil­ 
lion cost for a road to the 
nearest big center, Mendi, IOO 
miles away. 
But the 70,000 Hun tribes- 
jieople of the Tan area badly 
wanted their road and they 
.started to build it with picks, 
shovels, and tribal digging 
sticks. 
The airstrip was upgraded 
well enough, and then came 
the order to fly the heavy 
equipment out of Tan to build 
a road in another part of the 
territory. 
Tile big machines were 
driven to the t*dge of the 
airstrip to await a CUO HAAF 
Hercules to move them to the 
next job. 
“ We decided to act,” said 
Matiabe Yu we, the local 
member of the House of 
A ssem b ly. “ The people told 
me I d !*• in trouble if I didn’t 
look after their interest and 


make sure the machinery 
stayed at Tari.” 
So the message was leaked 
through to the local district 
commissioner Gus T. Bot- 
trill: If the Hercules came 
near Tari, it would find men, 
women, and children on the 
airstrip; if it landed it would 
kill many people, and the 
Huris 
would 
take 
their 
revenge; the local warriors 
would surround the heavy 
machines; but still if the 
authorities managed to get 
the equipment into the air­ 
craft, then the warriors would 
slash the plane’s tires. 
The 
government 
told 
Bottrill to avoid a con­ 
frontation at Tari, but to close 
the airstrip to all traffic. 
It 
also 
told 
the 
Hun 
warriors they could keep the 
machinery, but that no one 
would be sent to drive the 
vehicles and they would rust 
away; and that it would with­ 
draw a grant of $7,000 for flick 
and shovel work on the road.

Federal Targets 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Up to IO 
heavily-polluted river basins may be in 
line for federal demonstration projects 
aimed at controlling wastes from 
farms, construction sites and city 
streets to help meet a congressional 
goal of river fit to swim in by 1983. 
A spokesman for the Environmental 
Protection Agency said possible 
locations for the projects include the 
Potomac, Delaware, Ohio, Missouri 
and Colorado rivers, and parts of lower 
Florida. But details of the projects 
have not been worked out. 
EPA said the results of these 
projects would be applied eventually to 
other river basins throughout the 
nation. 
To meet the goal of rivers fit to swim 
in, pollution must be controlled from 
both "point sources,” such as factories 
and sewage plants, and "non-point 
sources” which have no concentrated 
discharge outlets, such as farms, 
construction sites and city streets. 
To control the "point sources” of 
jxdlution, EPA has pledged to issue
